client executing the application; and using said prediction file to detect 
abnormalities and determine whether the client is attempting to copy the 
application or use the application without authorization...", as best illustrated 
by Figure 4, and in such a manner as recited in independent claims 1, 6,11 
and 16, and as pointed out in Applicant's response (11/17/2008) pages 12 - 
14.
